Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, tpday definitely removed the 
ban from sacramental wine, in a de- 
cloion which repeals two former de- 
cirtons placing restrictions on wine for 
•aeramental use, an damends the reg 
ulatlona governing it* distribution. 
It !• provided that wines for sacra- 
mental purpose* may be either im- 
ported or domestic. 
Persona desiring 
to import or manufacture «uch wines 
must obtain permits from, the prohibi- 
tion director. 
Domestic wines for 
•acramental purposes must be produc- 
ed on winery premises as provided in 
the present regulations. 
* A rabbi, priest or other minister ol 
the gospel may qualify as proprietor of 
a bonded winery for the purpose of 
manufacturing sacramental wines for 
general distribution, but not for his 
congregation only. 
A priest, \rabbl or 
minister of the gospel also may be em- 
ployed as a qualified winemaker to 
supervise the production of the need- 
ed wines. 
Wines for sacramental 
purposes 
must be tax paid at the regular lega 
rate*. 
'They may not be consumed 
onV'th* premises, where produced bir 
may be removed upon tax paymen 
for delivery for sacramental purposes 
or like^ religious rites o nreceipt o:

FARMERS ACTIVE 


IN CANADIAN 
POLITICAL FIELD 


^ 
WINNIPEG, Man., Aug. 29.—The 
recent election of John Bracken as 
premier of Manitoba, le^ds greater 
emphasis to the rise of farmers to 
political power in 
Canada, 
in 
the 
opinion of leaders 
of the 
farmer 
movement. 
Premiej Bracken unani- 


mously was selected to head the pr'o-^ 
vincial 
government 
following 
the 
triumph of the 
farmers' 
party in 
Manitoba, these leaders point out. 
The new premier Is an expert agri- 
culturist and never has taken an ac- 
tive part in politics or attended a ses- 
sion of parliament. 
Mr. Bracken, is one of a company of 
distinguished farmers who in the last 
few years have risen to 
political 
prominence 
in 
Canada. 
Premier 
Drury, of Ontario, Premier Green- 
field, of Alberta and Premier Oliver, 
of British Columbia all^are farmers. 
In the last Dominion election, 66 far- 
mers were elected out of total mem- 
bership of 235 in the federal House 
of Commons. 
Mr. Bracken, $9, is the youngest 


premier ever elected in Canada, with 
the exception of the late Sir Richard 
McBride of British Columbia. 
He 
was born on a farm in J-.eeas county, 
Ontario and was warden of his county 
while still in hla 'teen; was graduated 
from the Ontario Agricultural College 
at Guelph, taking1 three scholarships 
and one efficiency medal. ' 
He'was a member of the first live- 
stock judging teams which won the 
championship- --at the- Internationa! 
Livestock- show in Chicago.. 
Having 
supplemented his college course with 
post-graduate work In universities in 
the United States, he came to Mani- 
toba as representative of the Domin- 
ion Seed Branch and on the forma- 
tion of the province of Saskatchewan 
in 1905. was ma'de superintendent of 
institutes and fairs and 
livestock 


commissioner. 
When the University of Saskatche- 
wan was opened at Saskatoon, he was 
made professor of fleld husbandry 
and won international fame as an au- 
thority on dry farming. Mr. Bracken 
went from the University of Saskat- 
chewan to the University of Manitoba 
as president in 1920. From this posi- 
tion, he das elected premier.

McLedd For Gov. Of 
S. C. By 1,300 Votes

COLUMBIA, 8. C.. Aug. 10.—With 


Approximately 100,000 votes counted 
in the South , Carolina " Democratic 
primary it la certain that a^ second 
race will be necessary for the nomi- 
nation for governor between Cole L. 
Blease of Columbia, former gover- 
nor and Thomas O. McLeod of Blsh/ 
opvllle, former lieutenant governor. 
The leadership in the first primary 
remained in doubt at 1:80 o'clock this 
morning with Blease leading MeLood 
by approximately 1.300 votes. George 
K. Laney of Chesterfield was third. 
16,000 to 18,000 behind the leaders. 
The other three candidates polled a 
small vote. 
E. B. Jackson has a chance for 
nomination tor lieutenant governor in 
the first primary over his two oppo- 
nents, B. C. L. Adams and Jennings 
K. Owens while W. B. Dove has b°en 
re-nominated for secretary of state 
over James C. Dozier. 
Samuel M. 
Wolfe, attorney general, has been re- 
nomlnated over two opponents, Har- 
old Bubanks and D. M. Winter. Wal- 
ter E. Duncan, comptroller general, 
has been re-nominated over T. Ha- 
good Ooodlng and B. Harris, commis- 
sioner of agriculture, has won re-nom- 
ination over George AVIghtman. Rob- 
ert B. Craig of Columbia was leading 
Thomas B. Marshall, also of Colum- 
bia, for the nomination for adjutant 
general, having an advantage of 0,000 
to 6,000 votee. 
In the race for superintendent of 


education a second race will be nec- 
essary but the participants . are 
in 
doubt, John E. Swearingen, the in- 
cumbent, Mrs. Bessie Rodgers Drake 
and J. H. Hope running a close race 
for the lead.
